You must complete a Member/Officer Post-Travel Disclosure Form and file it, together with
a Sponsor Post-Travel Disclosure Form completed by the trip sponsor, with the Clerk of the House
within 15 days after your return from travel. As part of that filing, you are also required to attach a
copy of this letter and both the Traveler and Primary Trip Sponsor Forms (including attachments)
you previously submitted to the Committee in seeking pre-approval for this trip. You must also
report all travel expenses totaling more than $350 from a single source on Schedule VII of your
annual Financial Disclosure Statement.

Because the trip may involve meetings with foreign government representatives, we note
that House Members may accept, under the Foreign Gifts and Decorations Act, gifts “of minimal
value [currently $350] tendered as a souvenir or mark of courtesy” by a foreign government. Any
tangible gifts valued in excess of $350 received from a foreign government must, within 60 days of
acceptance, be disclosed on a Form for Disclosing Gifts from Foreign Governments and either
turned over to the Clerk of the House, or, with the written approval of the Committee, retained for

Democracy has become the norm in SSA, with the majority of
